Co-operating w it)* the British, they captured Morlancourt and the heights 
to the southeast— probably the most difficult feat accomplished so fa r in this 
offensive. 
The British communique did not state whether the Americans are o perat­ 
ing as separate units or are brigaded with the British. 
The latter is more 
probable as they fought as part of the Australian brigades in the capture of 
Villers-Brettoneux on July 4. 
Morlancourt, which is four miles south of Albert, between the Ancre 
and the Somme, formed the northern flank of the allied drive. 
The tow n was 
reported captured early in the attack, but the British later w ere evidently 
driven out. 
French troops are pinching off Montdidier. 
T h a t famous city is prac­ 
tica lly surrounded. 
W hile pushing steadily southward from the main offensive fro n t last 
night, the French suddenly attacked on a three-mile front southeast of the 
city, driving a sharp wedge northeastward for four miles. 
The new attack was made between Ayencourt, a mile and a half d irect­ 
ly south of Montdidier, and Le Fretoy, four and a half miles south and east. 
The French reached Faverolles. three miles directly east of M ondidier and 
less than a mile south of the main railway running from M ontdidier to Roye. 
In this advance Rubescourt, a mile southeast of Ayencourt, and Assainvillers, 
two miles and a half southeast of Montdidier, were captured. 
The pressure from the north advanced the French lines to Davenescourt 
on the Avre river, four miles north and east of Montdidier and less than a 
mile west of the Montdidier-Rosieres railway, which already has been sev­ 
ered farther north. 
The southern advance also cut the Montdidier-Noyon railway.

Los Alamitos Plant Running, 
Others Start About 
August 23 
—i — 
* > 


With the Los Alamitos sugar fac­ 
tory in full swing and tile four other 
plants in the county getting ready to 
start on the beet grind week 
after 
next, harvesting of the county sugar 
beet crop will soon 
be 
on 
in 
full 
force. 
Cutting beets for the Los Alamitos 
plant started last Monday 
and 
the 
wheels commenced to turn in the fac­ 
tory on Thursday. 
The Holly plant 
at Huntington Beach will start on the 
22d or 23d, with possibility 
of 
the 
Santa Ana and 
Southern 
California 
mills starting a few days earlier—if 
the Southern is put into operation at 
all. 
The Los Alamitos has about 12,000 
acres under contract, while the three 
Holly plants have about 20,000 acres. 
In past seasons each of the factories 
have taken care of from 8000 to 10,000 
acres, and it is reported that there is 
a possibility of the Southern Califor­ 
nia not starting this campaign. 
How­ 
ever, work is proceeding at the plant 
with preparation usually made in ad­ 
vance of the 
opening 
season, 
and 
should it lie decided to place the mill 
in operation, it probably 
will 
have 
only a short run. 
From 
three 
to 
three and a half months is the usual 
run of a beet sugar factory in this 
county, and this year will he no ex­ 
ception to the rule in the case of at 
least four of the plants 
While there is considerable 
of 
a 
shortage of acreage as against previ­ 
ous years, the yield per acre will he 
about the average. The beets are said 
to lie in excellent condition, and the 
average percentage of usgar contents 
is expected. 
The labor shortage is not as acute 
as it was at this time last year, and 
unless 
present 
conditions 
change 
there will be no necessity for import­ 
ing any great amount of labor. 
Local 
Mexicans will be given the preference 
in the field work, and while a week 
ago there was some 
disposition 
on 
their part to again attempt their tae- 
j tics of last year, it is said that today 
the situation is much easier and more 
favorable. 
The importation of Alexicans into 
the local beet fields will be 
adopted 
only as a last resort to overcome ex­ 
cessive demands of local help. 
It is 
believed local Alexicans 
profited 
by 
their experience last year and will not 
attempt to cripple the 
industry 
by 
demanding wages that are consider­ 
ed by farmers to be out of proportion 
to the service they render. 
With the starting of the mills and 
harvesting of the crops will come a 
flood of money, for it takes lots 
of 
money to gather the crop and put it 
through the mills.

City and County Consolidation 


“Kriegesgebrauch 
in 
Land 
Kriege”— it's 
a 
manual found on captured < lerman officers and, 
translated, means “Military I'sage in Land W ar­ 
fare.” 
In this manual of Prussian militarism is 
much effort to justify "frightfulness'’, but the gospel 
of the thing is summed up in these w ords: 
“A n y throng. however great it m ay be, that 
the »ear dem ands is allowed." 
What difference does it make who started the 
war and why? 
What difference does it make what 
territory or trade advantage Germany is after? Why 
count the cost of putting down such a horrible 
policy? 
Why think of peace on any other terms 
than the complete extinction of Germany's martial 
power? 
As well consent to compromise with hell. 
There must be no Krupps works. 
There must 
be no German army or navy. 
There must be a 
German government stripped of all power to do j 
wrong, and a German nation, a German people, 
made free and endowed with the power to do right. 
It is for this that the armies of the civilized nations 
are fighting and must fight. 


THE GLORY OF IT 


A m endment No. 13, which will appear as No. 5 on 
the official ballot in the November election, was intro­ 
duced at the request of Alameda County to enable it to 
submit the question of city and county consolidation to 
the electors in such a way th a t they will be fully informed 
as to all of the provisions relating to consolidation before 
voting thereon. 
It applies solely to Alameda County and does not af­ 
fect any other county in the state. 
San Francisco and 
Los Angeles counties are both exem pted from its opera­ 
tion by reason of their operation 
under 
freeholders’ 
charters. 
Other counties are excepted by reason of pop­ 
ulation. 
It does not repeal or altar |p any way Section 
8 o f the Constitution or the am endm ent thereto, to be' 
voted upon at the coming election, which perm its Sal 
Francisco and San Mateo counties to consolidate their I 
interests. 
| 
The amendment simplifies the method of calling elec-j 
tions for the submission of the question of consolidation! 
to the electors of the several municipalities in tile county, 
by providing that before an invitation is extended to the 
various communities to join in a consolidated city and 
county government, the proposed ch arter shall be pre­ 
pared by freeholders elected from the whole county, 
showing just what sort of a governm ent is proposed— 
w hether there shall be a system of boroughs and the 
rights and powers of each borough. 
It safeguards the independence, rights and powers of 
each borough by providing, should a consolidation be 
formed under a system of boroughs, t hat said rights, 
powers, jurisdiction and privileges of such boroughs shall 
not be taken away, changed or altered except by a ma­ 
jority vote of the electors in each separate borough af­ 
fected. 
The am endm ent provides th at all of the cities and 
to w rs and all of tile unincorporated territory within the 
county may consolidate and form a city and county. 
It 
also provides that a lesser area than that of the whole 
county, consisting of those cities and towns whose elec­ 
tors may vote in favor, may form the consolidation. The 
question of formation is subm itted to each municipality 
after the proposed charter has been printed and distrib­ 
uted to the electors. 
Each municipality votes separately 
thereon, thus guaranteeing to the sm aller equal rights 
with the larger municipalities. 
In any consolidation th a t may take place no city or 
town or unincorporated territory shall assume or be 
liable for the outstanding debts or bonded indebtedness 
of any other city or town at the tim e the charter takes 
effect. 
It clears up the situation as to schools, so as to pro­ 
vide that there may be one or m ore school districts, 
either rural or urban, under the control of one board and 
one school superintendent. 
If the amendment is adopted it will enable the people 
of Alameda County to get better and more service at less 
cost. 
As the am endm ent only affects Alameda County, and 
permits a unification of all of the in terests in the county, 
eliminating many duplications in com m unity effort and 
activities, the electors throughout the state of California 
should assist in its adoption by voting “ Yes" 
on the 
amendment.

Wel l keep our eyes peeled, hut such a drive 
would slaughter >0 many women and children that 
w e’re bound to shudder at the prospects. 
However, 
the raid may be a real war necessity and the bomb­ 
ers may hit the cellar in wliich the kaiser and his six 
sons are hiding. 
But, if the bombers want to please us all through, 
let them bomb Essen ami the Krupp works therein. 
Essen isn t nearly so distant as Berlin and we guaran­ 
tee that, if the Krupp works are put out of business, 
the effect upon Ilerman morale will be all that could 
l>e desired. 
It is broadly intimated by the Socialists 
o f Germany that there’s a lot o f profiteering in the 
Krupp concern. Nothing is better for a war profiteer 
than a bomb.

he had manv plausible excuses with 
which lo salve an avenging c o n s c i ­ 
ence.

keep a line on the conditions of the 
signs in this county. 
We are anxious 
to give the very best service possible, 
and are glad to have 
signs 
erected 
wherever they will be of use to the 
public, if we are just inform ed'of the 
needs of the people. 
“But few residents of the Southland 
realize that the Automobile 
Club 
of 
Southern California has developed the 
largest and best maintained sign sys­ 
tem of any sim ilar organization in the 
world,” Metcalf continued. 
“At pres­ 
ent the Auto Club's signposts number 
over '>0,000, and new placards are be­ 
ing placed at tile rate of about 400 
per month.

Reports from the 
heights indicate 
that many went forth to hunt found a 
shady tree and a cool stream before 
they found venison—and then stayed 
where the staying seemed 
best. 
It. 
was a discouraging game in that veni­ 
son probably would have spoiled be­ 
fore it could be brought out from coun­ 
try at. all difficult; and most deer coun­ 
try is exactly that or there wouldn’t 
be any deer left in it. 
Although 
returning 
Nimrods 
tell 
tales that. indicate there will lie bucks 
a-plenty for those with the energy and 
ability to cope with the now educated 
deer in the cooler weather now appar­ 
ently setting in, the rich aroma of 
roasting venison is no stranger to tho 
city air despite Hie unkind reception 
encountered by 
the 
season-open ors. 
Considering the conditions, the 
num­ 
ber "f deer already reported is rather 
surprising. 
Deputy Fish & Game Commissioner 
ll. I. Pritchard, iii patrolling the Cuy­ 
ama Valley, famed as a stronghold of 
violators in the past, camped the first 
of August among 17 hunters, and re­ 
ported three bucks brought in, two 
forked-horns, still in the velvet and as 
red us rabbits. 
However, Pritchard 
states there is plenty of deer in that 
country which is made up of m ountain 
mesas covered with scrub-oak anti 
nines, some of it not particularly hard 
to hunt. Mountain ranchers have pro­ 
vided plenty of fodder corn, and tho 
deer seem to have been busy with it. 
laoseihstaherrane 
Roy Silverdale of Santa Monica kill­ 
ed a fork-horn last 
Friday 
dressing 
about 125 pounds, a fine deer, which 
he transported to his home under the 
“Affidavit haw," Deputy Pritchard cer- 
ifying to the legality of the killing, 
He got the deer within a mile of camp.

Survey of Vehicles on Roads 
Shows Interesting and 
Surprising Figures 


Iowa did a significant 
thing last 
mummer which is attracting the atten ­ 
tion of other states and of the fed 
e ra l governm ent. 
This bit of pioneer 
ing has real scientific value as well 
s s popular interest. Too long our road 
builders have worked upon a guess­ 
w ork basis. 
Equally too long, it must 
be adm itted, we, the people, the tax 
payers and voters, have adopted the 
penny-wise, pound foolish policy and 
have been too ignorant or too stingy 
to allows our most efficient road de­ 
signers sufficient funds to carry out 
their most practical ideas, writes a 
contributor to Motor Age. 
At typical 
points along th e Hawkeye highways 
careful traffic surveys have been made 
and th e results compiled and made 
public. 
Some of the actual figures 
corroborated th e guesses both laymen 
and technical experts have been m ak­ 
ing about th e part the motor vehicle 
h as rapidly come to play in determ in­ 
ing th e most desirable types of roads 
and the fairest distribution of the 
taxes required to build them and main I 
tain them in good condition. 
In some I 
respects, also, the results brought sur­ 
prises, such as the small average per­ 
centage of tourist traffic. 
Period of Survey 
During the period of lite su rv ey .! 
which began in the sum m er of 1917 
and continued into the winter, forty- 
aeven counting stations were operated j 
in seventeen counties, each for seven 
days, from 7 a. rn. to 9 p. in., or a 12- 
hour daily listing of everything that 
moved by. 
The fact that some of the 
enum erations were made in mid-sum­ 
m er and others in cold weather makes 
the figures broader in their scope. 
Self-propelled vehicles of all types, in-1 
eluding 
m otor 
ears, 
motor 
trucks, 
motorcycles, tractors and steam en ­ 
gines. totaled 86.1 per cent of all this

GERMAN PROPAGANDA 
'he Ohio M otorist 
J 1 
A variety of insidious German prop­ 
aganda has been directed against the 
automobile industries of this country. 
A num ber of alarming and malicious 
stories have broken loose simultane­ 
ously in a dozen of the larger cities, 
and while th e’ stories may vary in 
some unim portant details, the purpose 
of them all has been the same and 
that is to ala rm ’ the motoring public 
and to create, if possible, a state of 
doubt and uncertainty and panic re­ 
garding the future of the motor car. 
One story which has been insidious­ 
ly circulated was that, beginning July 
1st, the government would order the 
discontinuance of the use of passenger 
•ars on 
Sundays, for a period of 
twelve consecutive Sundays. 
Another 
Hun lie w as to the effect that the gov­ 
ernm ent would shortly issue gasoline 
'•anis for a ration of one gallon per 
day to all passenger cars and that in 
the very near future it would be nec­ 
essary to use a mixture of half gas­ 
oline and half kerosene. All those and 
similar stories arc as false as they 
are malicious. 
T here is no shortage of gasoline as 
yet .in this country; there is no sh o rt­ 
age of gasoline transportation. 
It is 
not to he denied that there is a pos­ 
sibility of a gasoline shortage in the 
future and th at it will be necessary 
eventually to conserve and economize 
on the use of gasoline, but ai the pres­ 
ent time there is no shortage and the 


government is not contemplating any 
id ion of an alarming nature. 
It is necessary, however, to conserve 
fuel oil and coal and the recent order 
of the government to this effect was 
directed solely at the use of pleasure 
yachts, anti it was explicitly stated in 
the 
bulletin sent put by the fuel 
com m ission that “this order does not 
apply to gasoline.” 
Congress has passed the oil leasing 
bill, providing for the opening up of 
over 6,000,00*) acres of oil land in the 
west. 
Not more than 5600 acres may 
be leased to a corporation and 560 
acres to an individual. 
The govern­ 
ment is to receive one-eighth of ail 
the oil obtained. 
This is no time to he hysterical; he 
sensible, sit tight and “don't rock tho 
boat” Is good advice to every motorist I 
at this time. 
Pay no attention to wild j 
and improbable rumors affecting the I 
use of motor vehicles. 
It is tho patri­ 
otic duty of every automobile owner 1 
to conserve in service by co-operating 1 
with the dealer and the service station i 
in a movement to close all service sta­ 
tions to n%ht. and on Sundays. 
Thirty thousand skilled 
mechanics 
can be placed at the service of the 
national governm ent 
if unnecessary 
service be thus eliminated. 
Every 
moll i i i should learn to operate and 
care for Iris own car. 
Drive your own 
machine, make your own repairs and 
help win the war.

Naval Tin Lizzie’ Production 
I§ Fascinating Chapter 
of the War 


The first “Eagle Boat” was launch­ 
ed recently in Detroit. 
Several more 
were launched this week. 
Soon they 
w ill be goin into the w ater at the rate 
of one a day. 
By next January, six 
months after the beginning of produc­ 
tion, and one year after the conceji- 
tion of the idea, there will be 200 of 
them turned out, says the Riverside 
Press. 
It is one of the most 
fascinating 
chapters in the history of our war pre­ 
parations. 
The 
place 
where 
those 
boats are being made was an open 
field four months ago. Today there is 
a vast structure, immensely greater 
and more wonderful than the famous 
“Crystal Palace” of London, equipped 
with every 
mechanical 
facility

quired to take in steel plates at one 
end and put out finished ships at the 
other in an endless row.
